XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


(Supplied by the Commonwealth Meteorologist, Mr. W. S. Watt.) 


No. 41.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Aus- 
tralia during the months of January, February and March, 1934. 


January.—Throughout the agricultural distriets rains were prevalent during the month 
and totals were in many places above the average. Between the 14th and 20th, extensive 
damage was caused at various sections of the wheat belt by thunderstorms. Lightning of 
exceptional severity was also experienced, while harm was occasioned by hail. On the 14th, 
Fremantle was visited by one of the severest thunderstorms ever experienced at the Port, the 
lightning being very vivid and continuous. 

Throughout the Kimberley the best falls occurred between Fitzroy Crossing and Broome. 
Here the totals were well above the average, but throughout the remainder of the division a 
deficiency was indicated, notably in the case of Hall’s Creek, Throughout the DeGrey, 
Fortescue, and Gascoyne country some splendid falls were noted, outstanding totals being 
6.59 inches at Roebourne, 5.94 inches at Bonny Downs, and 5.17 inches at Nullagine. The 
Southern Murchison and Northern and Southern Goldfields country unfortunately did not 
share in these falls and require rain badly, as under-average figures have been the rule for 
some months. 

In Perth the mean maximum temperature for the month was 87.8 deg. and the mean 
minimum temperature 66.3 deg., as compared with an average maximum for January of 84.6 
deg. and an average minimum of 63.2 deg. As a rule nine days with a temperature of 90 
deg. and over are to be expected during the first month. This year’s January brought with 
it twelve hot days, including two on which the century was reached. This is by no means the 
hottest January experienced. There’ have been several warmer ones, chief of which was 1896, 
when the mean maximum was 91.6 deg. and the mean minimum 65.4 deg. There were 17 days 
on which the mercury exceeded 90 deg., including five when the readings were 100 deg. and 
over. The 110.2 deg., however, which was registered on the 12th of this month, constitutes a 
record reading at the Observatory during January. 

In the country, temperatures were below the average in the tropies, notwithstanding 
several excessively hot days, but throughout the Gascoyne, Goldfields, and agricultural distriets 
high temperatures predominated, causing the month to rank as one of the hottest Januarys 
on record. 
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February.—Except at one or two isolated places the rainfall was everywhere below the 
average throughout the agricultural districts, ‘goldfields, East Gascoyne, and Murchison 
country. The rain over West and South-West coastal areas and the wheat belt was repre- 
sented by light showers which were quite inadequate to replenish water catchments. Through- 
out the goldfields the majority of stations did not record anything, while over the East Gas- 
eoyne and Murchison conditions were very similar to those in the wheat belt. Far better 
gaugings, however, were shown at a few stations in the West Gascoyne. In this district the 
outstanding registration was 665 points at Winning Pool, and as good falls also occurred, 
particularly during the first few days, throughout the Fortescue, it is anticipated that a con- 
siderable area of this Northern pastoral country has been covered by similar heavy gaugings. 
The North-West and DeGrey noted some excesses, and in view of the rains that had pre- 
viously fallen, the registrations this month will be of great value. In the Kimberley the rain- 
fall has again proved disappointing, and although here and there excesses are shown, they 
appear to cover only a limited area. As in December and January, the rain has fallen in the 
shape of scattered thunderstorms, and substantial widespread falls, such as are expected in 
the Kimberley during the summer months, were lacking. 


February was another hot month, both maximum and minimum readings showing pro- 
nounced excesses when compared with the normals. The increased heat was accentuated and 
rendered more unpleasant owing to the high percentage of humidity, resulting in a heavy 
oppressive atmosphere which was very trying in the day time and even more so at night. 
Perth observations show the following shade temperatures:—Mean of maxima 88.8 deg. 
(normal 84.8 deg.); mean of minima 67.4 deg. (normal 63.3 deg.) ; highest 108.8 deg. on 
25th, lowest 53.8 deg. on the 9th. There were 13 days during which the temperature exceeded 
90 deg. and two when it passed the 100 deg. mark. 


The figures throughout the wheat belt, goldfields, and Gascoyne indicated that a very 
trying month had been experienced, the extreme humidity being the chief factor in rendering 
it one of the most unpleasant Februarys experienced in those districts. 


March.—The rainfall distribution during the month was closely connected ‘with the move- 
ments of three tropical depressions, two of which assumed Willy Willy formation. 


Throughout the Kimberley, except possibly in the vicinity of Hall’s Creek and Turkey 
Creek, good over-average rains fell during the month, and in the majority of instances a good 
season was assured. 


In the North-West and Gascoyne the gradual building up of a depression, which developed 
into a Willy Willy in the vicinity of Carnarvon on the 6th, was responsible for some outstand- 
ing rains between the 3rd and 8th. After reaching Geraldton the system passed inland, and 
exceptionally heavy gaugings were reported throughout the agricultural districts, record 
Mareh falls being experienced over coastal areas and throughout the Avon Valley and at many 
South and South-Eastern districts. Considerable damage was caused by the torrential nature 
of the rain and by the flooding of rivers. On the other hand, water catchments were Te- 
plenished, and the need for water carting in the majority of instances was obviated, whiile 
a supply of green feed was ensured and grasses showed rapid growth. The second disturb- 
ance occurred on the 18th, and some pastoral and agricultural rains, heavy at occasional 
stations, were reported, while the third, which commenced on the 26th, and developed into a 
Willy Willy, caused great damage to Onslow on the 28th. Very heavy rains were associated 
with this system in the North-West and East Gascoyne, while the Laverton-Leonora sheep 
country received some good falls, which, if followed up by more, will be of immense benefit,
